I asked Mr, Perry for a contact nuwder 
just in case there were any unforeseen orodlems anc ne 
stated that he did not have a numoer where I could reacn nim 
On tne date of tne aooointment , mv vehicle lost its oower 
steering while on the road and I was unaaie to inform Mr. 
Perry. The next time I was contacted oy tfr. Perry was on 
reeeiot of the above-mentioned letter, more tnan two months 
later. Mr. Perry nas claimed tnat he had attemoteo to 
contact me on several occasions cut was unsuccessful. well 
he certainly c:id not call my residence because no one ever 
scone to him. nor cid ne leave a message on our answering 
service which nas oeen in ooeration curing tne entire 
oerioa, nor did he make an effort to contact me throucn my 
mctner's eTnoloyment, wnicn ne has cone in tne oast wnen ne 
nas wanted to. 

My review for reinstatement at tne local counci 1 level tocx 
r.early six montns to comoiete anc was conducted at the 
convenience of Mr. Perry 1 s scnedule instead of oemg 
concuctec witn Gisoatch, wit.nin a 2-month oerioc as set 
forth m BSA orocedures. 

(1 would also like to note nere tnat these BSA orocedures 
nave seen written from a oomt or view whicn oresumes tnat 

tne involved indidual is gui ity- and- registrat ion-- denial wi-11 - — 

ce Affirmed ratner than from one wnicn oresumes innocence 
and tne ootential for reinstatement.) 
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3. Dunne tne local council review, Mr. Perry claimed that he 
had sent a letter to me a month on or to the actual cats of 
rece lot. This letter was to inform me of my interview cate 
with tne local review committee* fir. Perry su goes tad tnat 
the letter was lost in the mail, a freauent excuse, out 
wnen was tne last time you naa sornetning lost m tne mail? 
Later, another oarty informed me tnat Mr. Perry had simoly 
not ma ilea tne letter as claimed. 

In resoonse to the current letter of registration denial, 1 must tell you tnat 
I am completely barf lea. BSA aroceaures state that at tne conclusion of tne 

hearing for reinstatement, tne local review committee snoula reacn a Gecision 
oy a majority vote, I nave ceen told oy eacn of the wemoers of tne review 

committee tnat it was a unanimous decision of ail. not just a simole majority, 

t o grant my ne i nst at ement . 

Now I have been informed tnat tne National Council has aooarently reversed this 
unanimous decision for reinstatement. The procedures set forth by 3SA in 
regarcs to tnis stage of review state that if tne decision of tne local council 
review committee anc tne procedures it foilowea are not clearly erroneous, tnen 
tne cecision snould oe affirmed. It is extremely difficult to relieve tnat 
tnis committee* which comorised of a Chief of Police, an attorney, anc a 
ousmsssman, was clearly, unanimously erroneous. 

This leaves one otner -possibility of which the cecision reacnec by National was 
based on incomplete anc /or inaccurate informat ion of the local counci 1 review 
committee. My concern tnen oecomes whether Mr. Perry has again become 
incompetent and nas not or ov idea to tne National Council "he same or tne complete 
( information which the local committee basec its cecision uoon for 

re i nst at e.ment . 

An additional Question wnicn nescs to be adcressea is tne fact tnat more than 
eignt months have passed since my reinstatement and now the National Council 
takes action. Gnce again, tnis conflicts witn 33P procedures wnicn state tnat 
the memo r anc urn a ec : s l on of tne 1 oca 1 counc 1 1 rev i ew comm 1 1 1 ee snou 1 c be sent 
to tne applicant only after being reviewed oy tne Registration Service at tne 
national council, ~nis procedure implies mat my reinstatement nac tne full 
ol essi ngs of tne nat lonai counci 1 as we 1 1 . 

Since the National Council nas cecided to ceny xy registration witn 5S3. 
and no reasoning was given in tne generic samols letter -ca.on from tne 
procedures manual. I respectfully rsouest an ex o I ana t ion for tnis action in a 
prom 3 t and confiaentiai xzrirtBr,

Memorandum on Robert Wang 

Background: In 1961 I joined the San Mateo Council as Cubmaster 
o-f Pack 27 sponsored by the Hillsdale Methodist Church. In 1965 
after my oldest son had been in scouting for a year with Troop 21, 
I learned that Troop 27 had a long waiting list and we were to 
graduate some 12 Webelos. At this same time the First Baptist 
Church completed their Fellowship Hall and agreed to sponsor Troop 
44 and I started serving as Scoutmaster. After 20 years as 
Scoutmaster, I retired, after handing the Troop- over ta the able 
hands o-f Robert Wong. During this time I received the St. George 
award from Catholic Scouting and the Goad Shepherd award from the 
Association ot Baptist far Scouting. I received the Silver Beaver 
award and also served as Assistant Raundtadle Commissioner and 
lead many Camporees and Workarees. Five Silver Beaver awards have 
been awarded to Troop leaders since its founding, After spending 
this number at years I am proud of the Troops accomplishments ana 
have continued to attend campouts and help on the Troop paper 
drives. I should also point out that from 1972 on I nad no family 
members in the Troop and continued to serve until 1935. 

Bob Wong as a 'Scout: 

Bob Wong joined the troop in 1971 and eventually became an Eagle 
Scout with three palms. He was an early Jr. Assistant Scoutmaster 
and served as staff on two Brownsea Double Two youth training 
courses and as an adu 1 1 sta*f f member of two Junior Leader Tra in ing 
Courses with one serving as Scoutmaster. All of this was done 
while he was attending college and working part cime at Longs Drug 
Store. He has taken every training course available in Scouting 
and I believe has taken Wood Badge training. Bab was always very 
helpful on High Sierra Camps and Canoe Camps even tnough his time 
was limited in those years. He served as an Assistant Scoutmaster 
f rom 1978 and at trended several summer camps at Camp Rovanen with 
me. Bill Wong , his late father, was also an Assistant Scoutmaster 
with the Troop and while he was limited on wnat primitive camping 
he could ao, he was very helpful in Troop meetings ana an Troop 
paper dr ive« . 

Adult 1 i+e: 

After earn ing his BA deg ree at San Jose State University he 
continued on and earned a Masters Degree, all the wnile working 
part time at Longs. He served about: a year with the LL3, Secret 
Service and resigned when he realised he could not use a weapon to 
take another's life. He was extensively checkedout on his 
background by the Service prior to his joining, with a much more 
extensive background check than that done by the San Mateo Police. 
His etn ics and mor a 1 s t and ar d s have always been above reproach at 
all times. I knew j?S%Sg5y^| quite well both socially and

during our many years in Scouting. I can assure anyone that Bob 
would not have been encouraged to stay at home had there been even 
the sligntest hint ot homosexual activities. Likewise, the Secret 
Service would not have hi red Sob 1 f there were the si lghtest 
indication of such interests. 



'ami ly Relationship: 
I have read the statement -furnished by Bob to the Council Review 
Committee and -from my own knowledge can verify his closeness with 
the f ami ly and the request therefor from pf^Pife ^ a^^ B . They were 
an old world family with the boys ha^^^^^hard time with English, 
when they first joined the Troop. ^S^SSSfs^S^^^^ participated on 
onl^jn^paper dr i ve during the 6 years I was the leader wh i le 
j^S^rS ^S S ^ ^M drove an two snow trips ana numerous occasion prior 
to her deatn in a train accident. The boys were shaken dadly in 
the loss of their mother and relations with their dad, while never 
stranq^er^n even a more strained relationship. Bob filled in 
f * Q r pfeSViL i ^ifojSSSi!?^ i n helping the Troop* even to the extent of 
sharing pagej^riv^credits for participating in Troop papmr 
drives. Ifegj^yC^^Vtj was aware tha^Bo^wa^wr^^^ng letters to 
Bj5 3@ 3a*j?[ as aari y as 1982 f o 1 iQwing ^^^^^g^^^^i^ de^^, I went 
to his name and he showed me a letter from Bob to Cffi which 
ended with I bel ieve, the phrase, Love You and the^eoo^ I told 
j ^^j I did not think this had any sexual overtones but was the show 
of aiiect ion from an older brother to one in shock over the loss 
of his mother, I advised him I would be aware of the matter and 
inform him if I learned any differently- I was not requested to 
submit any information to the Committee and t his is the f irst I 
have informed anyone of the 1982 meeting with ^t^^^.,;W ll ,,^>J . 

On Feb rua ry 14, 1 989 I met with y.| ^ >^^^^^^^^M. the o 1 des-t of 
the three boys, I asked him to rev^ew*?OD^statement as regards 
to this families relationship with Bob, and he verified every 
s ta temen t . I then asked him, as politely as pass lb le if he had 
seen, or heard, at any time, any indications or statements that 
Bob might be a homosexual or have such tendencies. He replied 
that he had never seen or neard anything of such a nature. I 
asked him this, as he is now of college age and was aware of the 
closeness of Bob to himself and his brothers. I had earlier asked 
Bob directly if he had ever indicated or stated to anyone, by word 
or actions, tnat he was homosexual. His reply to me directly was 
that he had never engaged in such activities. From these two 
replies I am confident the Committee has wasted its time in 
believing the testimony of a detective without inquiring of tnose 
who knew the parties d i rec 1 1 y . 



Relations with Troop Sponsors : 

In the oooklet Child Sexual Abuse and how to deal with it. there 
is the stat emen t " Counc i 1 s mus t requ ire every chartered 
institution to concern itself directly in the selection of all 
volunteer personnel related to the Scouting program". In this 
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instance as Scouting Coord inator -For Troop 44 , I was never advi sed 
of any of the Committee actions or meetings and our Church Pastor 
was likewise never in-formed. All information was obtained from 
the Wonqs as a new temporary Scoutmaster was appointed f o 1 low ing 
Sob s, resignation in November 1987. By letter dated 3/~0/88 to 
Steve Perry of the San Mated Council" I questioned how much longer 
this review was going to take and questioned the Partnership 
status between the Church and Council. No reply was every 
received to my letter and around tfay 1988, Bob was reinstated as 
Scoutmaster. By letter dated 2/7/89 from the Western Region 
Office, Stephen Perry has stated that the National Council has 
decided that the registration of Bob Wong should not be accepted, 
and that he should sever any relations with the Boy Scouts of 
America. Again, I question how this "Partnership with the 
Sponsor" really works! Someone is way off base wnen a competent 
Scouter with Bob Wong's tremendous experience is discarded because 
of statements made, which are not available for repudiation by the 
individual, or" others with know 1 edge of the s ituat i an . 

Church Status : 

The statement bv Bob Wong as well as this memorandum have been 
reviewed with Rev. Jonathon Peterson, Senior Pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of San Mateo . He has ver i f i ed to me that he was 
never notified of any actions by the Committee or the National 
Council, until I contacted him this date. 
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Addendum to Memorandum Robert Wong 

This addendum was written -following meetings with Pastor 
Jonathan Peterson at the First Baptist Church and a later 
meeting with Timothy Gorman, Council Executive of the San Mateo 
Caun ty Counci 1 , BSA. 

A-ffcer extensive review and discussion o-f Bob's statement to the 
Review Committee, Pastor Peterson and I are at the opinion that 
Sob i s en titled, as a mini mum , to rev i ew in written tor 
statements concerning his conduct witn members at the 
-family. We do not teei it necessary to reveal the name or names 
at such accusers. We aiso strongly believe that it any such 
statements reveal that State Laws have been violated, by 
relationships witn an underage minor, then it is obligatory that 
such in -format ion be taken to the proper authorities tor 
prosecut ion to the f ul 1 extent o-f the law. 

We are also at the opinion that in the absence o-f such compelling 
and legal information*, then the support and backing of those 
familiar with Bob's background and training in Scouting, should* 
have equal validity with his detractors, I strongly doubt that 
any person supplying derogatory information has ever had any 
extensive contact with either Bob, Troop 44 or Scouting m 
genera 1 - 

In summary, since Bob did resign from active participation in 
Troop 44 from 11/57 to 5/88 during the time of review by the 
Committee with extensive damage to the Troop program during that 
period we do not agree that he should again step down during any 
subsequent review. There is no continuing exposure to Troop 44 
members as Bob has agreed to eliminate any one on one 
relationship as requested by the Committee, and as is now required 
of all leaders in the Scouting program. Recruiting wcvs hurt 
extensively by the Lack at permanent leaoersnip m early 1988, 
and now you are request ing a simi lar delay during this important 
tune at the year. Since this Counc i 1 has a 1 ready over 1 ook the 
requirement that Sponsor's are to be informed of act ions aga ins t 
Troop leaders, I p ropose that Bob be all owec to con t inue as 
Scoutmaster during this rev i ew per i od , and that his Sponsor in g 
Institution be al lowed to provide input to tnis rev lew .

I have enclosed two sets of the Bob Wong file. On Thursday, October 6, 1988, 
I met with Owen McGuigan, Chief of the San Carlos Police Department and a mem- 
ber of the committee that heard the appeal and eventually reinstated Wong as 
Scoutmaster. 

Chief McGuigan has information which he could not share with me (i.e., letters 
from Wong to the young boy, and the initial police report). The chief indicat 
ed he would welcome a subpoena so that he could share his information. Chief 
McGuigan suggested we contact Rick McDrew of the Secret Service in San Fran- 
cisco (Wong's former employer) who may be willing to share some information he 
gathered. Chief McGuigan will call McDrew and let him know we may be in con- 
tact. 

Please let me know if there is anything else I can do to assist.

Gentlemen: 



I wish to submit this addendum to my testimony in the matter before you 
concerning my son, Robert Wong. I request that this addendum be considered 
in your deliberations with equal weight as that of any testimony or evidence 
before you because I feel that the facts contained herein are equally as 
factual as any evidence you may have in your possession. 

Lac me first discuss who this matter concerns, Robert Wong is 28 years old, 
and is a 20 year member of the Boy Scouts of America, since he was eight 
years old. He is an Eagle Scout with 3 Eagle Palms. He has a Masters Degree 
and was recently a Special Agent with the United States Secret Service. He 
has returned to his former employment with Longs Drug Stores where he has 
a total of 9-3/4 years seniority. He is single and resides in our home. 

Secondly, consider why he is before you. IS to our home 

without permission, entered Robert's room ^^rem^cffifs issue-service 
revolver. He took the weapon home and then used it to take hi s own life. 
For the five previous years, following the death of I^KS^^ mother^obert 
had maintained an older brother-substitute parent refatxonsnxD with p^^jj 
and his two older brothers. 



Now Robert is before you, seeking reinstatement to membership in the 
Boy Scouts of America and to the position of Scoutmaster. He was terminated 
by action of a letter served upon him by this Council on November 19, 1987. 
I am told that the basis for the letter of termination resulted from a call 
from the San Mateo Police Department to Steve Perry, Council Executive. 
However, at this point, the issues become clouded and unclear. 

What is clear is that the procedure of the Boy Scouts of America provide 
that ^ a Scout executive must take certain actions upon receiving a' report 
of "improper conduct" by a registered member. In this case, was such an 
allegation made? Mr. Perry states that he was contacted by a detective 
of the San Mateo Police Department who was conducting an investigation 
into a suicide, and invited to review some letters belonging to the 
deceased. Mr. Perry states that the detective made no allegations of any- 
unlawful, improper, or sexual conduct against Robert Wong. Mr. Perry 
further states that his attention was directed by the detective to 
certain of the letters, and that while he did not read all of the letters, 
what he did read contained no references to any kind of sexual conduct 
or sexual contacts. 

However, the letter of termination states, ,f We have been told of an alleged 
incident which may have involved you. The allegation includes an instance 
of behavior inconsistent with the standards of conduct established by the

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Boy Scouts of America. Based on this allegation, your registration with 
the Boy Scouts of America is suspended. M Yet Mr. Perry stated that the 
detective made no such allegations and that the letters that he was shown 
and that he read, contained no such allegations. 

At this time, I inwardly questioned whether there was justification to 
terminate Robert's registration with the Boy Scouts within the context 
of a termination for reasons of "improper conduct 11 . Outwardly, however, 
as an officer of this Council, it is my duty to support these procedures 
of the Boy Scouts of America in such matters, with' faith that the procedures 
also provide for a review process and reinstatement* 

On the other hand, I call your attention to the fact that Mr, Perry, as 
recently as January 12, JL988, stated to me that the detective has made 
no direct allegations of improper conduct or molestation against Robert* 
If so, the basis for the termination of registration is still without 
an "allegation" being made. You should also note that subsequently, the 
detective notified Mr, Perry that the San Mateo Police Department's 
investigation into the suicide had been completed and terminated, with 
no finding except that the death was a suicide. 

If such is the case, I believe that this supports Robert's contention that 
there was never any improper conduct on his part. This, then, would negate 
the the justification for termination of registration for reason of imorooer 
conduct. 

However, I am deeply concerned by information which I have been privileged 
to receive under confidential conditions as a former law enforcement 
_ official. I have been informed that the investigating detective of the 
San Mateo Police Department has told persons outsid^o^^s department 
that ^ it is his opinion that Robert molested jj^^&Si^L^ the suicide 
victim. This statement has been made on mor^tnar^n^occasion and to more 
than one person. The fact remains, however, that neither his investigation 
nor the evidence supports such an irresponsible accusation. You should note 
that investigations conducted by the San Mateo Police Department, and 
independently by the United States Secret Service resulted in no such 
finding against Robert. Based upon these facts, I believe that an 
unwarranted and unprofessional accusation has been made by a law enforcement 
officer. 

At this point, we should examine the conduct of the San Mateo officer. An 
objective, professional investigative officer should always maintain an 
open, unbiased mind so as to be able to consider all information, facts 
and evidence developed in an investigative effort. I believe that this 
is not the case. Additionally, the sources of my information reported that 
the officer made other unsupported remarks to other persons. He has said 
that "it is unbelievable to him, and to the common man on the street" that 
Robert should have an older brother-substitute parent relationship with 
someone who is neither related by blood nor marriage. In one instance, 
he said that he had the same disbeliefs about Robertas motive for. being, 
a Scoutmaster because he is unmarried. I find these opinions to be 
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outrageously biased. By his reasoning, many long term or single Scoutars 
and Scoutmasters are to be automatically suspect. 

There are other instances of questionable conduct by the detective* On 
some of the occasions when he talked to persons from outside of his agency, 
he not only stated his biased opinion, he showed them xeroxed copies of 
letters and directed their attention to selected hi^h^^ht^^mssaees , 
representing them to be evidence of molestation of t^^^S^^S^st^ £ 
suggest that this is yet another example of his bias and prejudicial 
judgement. I repeat that he and the San Mateo Police Department have 
completed their investigation with no finding against Robert Wong. Under 
these circumstances, I believe that there is an effort by the detective 
to manipulate and use the Boy Scouts of America to satisfy a personal bias* 

Robert has been maligned, slandered and defamed by the actions of this 
police officer. 

I would like to direct the committee's attention to the fact that the 
United States Secret Service conducted an intensive pre-appointment and 
security background investigation on Robert and found nothing questionable 
in his moral character. His emotional stability and judgement were found 
sufficiently high to warrant being selected early in his career to guard the 
President of the United States on several occasions and to be one of the 
lead agents to protect the Pope at Monterey and San Francisco. 

Before the review committee concludes its tasks, I want to point out some 
other facts about Robert* In accordance with the standards set forth in 
Article VTII of the Rules and Regulations of the Boy Scouts of America, 
he does "possess the moral, educational, and emotional qualities" necessary 
to afford positive leadership to youth* He has been raised under the 
highest moral standards in our home, and under the Boy Scouts of America. 
His educational preparation is self-evident* He has completed every youth 
and adult leadership training course offered by the Boy Scouts. He served 
on the staff of two Brownsea Double Two youth leadership training courses 
and as an adult staff member of two Junior Leader Training Courses including 
one as Scoutmaster. He was an Assistant Scoutmaster at the age of 18 and 
succeeded the Scoutmaster 2 years ago. There is not a single Scout or 
Scouter who has the grounds to accuse him of improper conduct. The parents 
of every Scout ever led by Robert will give evidence of his emotional and 
leadership qualities. 

I strongly urge this review committee to avoid the national paranoia over 
child abuse and objectively reinstate Robert's registration with the 
Boy Scouts of America. An arbitrary judgement against him has the potential 
of giving artificial credence for civil suit against this Council and the 
Boy Scouts of America where no such grounds exist.
